DEDICATION 


This  year's  Annual  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  Wesley  Dwelly,  who 
gave  over  25  years  of  services  to  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

Wes  was  born  on  the  family  farm  in  Oakham.  His  parents  were 
hardworking  people  who  taught  him  common-sense,  instilled  in  him  the 
ideal  that  anything  worth  doing  was  worth  doing  well,  and  a  deep 
love  of  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

During  his  high  school  years,  Wes  worked  part-time  for  the  Conant 
telephone  company,  helping  to  maintain  the  poles  and  lines.  He  also 
worked  part-time  for  the  highway  department.  After  working  in 
Worcester  for  many  years,  Wes  returned  to  Oakham  as  highway 
superintendent.  A  position  he  held  for  more  than  twenty-five  years. 

Road  building  was  Wes'  favorite  part  of  the  job,  in  the  early  70's 
he  completely  rebuilt  Ware  Corner  Road.  When  the  school  was  being 
built,  bids  for  completion  of  the  grounds  were  high,  Wes  and  his 
department  completed  the  job  for  about  one-third  of  the  cost.  Wes 
also  helped  out  when  the  new  school  roof  began  to  leak,  coming  up 
with  a  temporary  measure  which  gave  the  town  time  to  find  the 
correct  solution. 

When  the  state  offered  salt  sheds  to  the  communities,  Wes  was  quick 
to  come  up  with  a  proposal  for  Oakham.  After  being  notified  that 
Oakham  would  receive  a  salt  shed,  Wes  cleared  the  area  behind  the 
highway  barn  and  oversaw  the  building  of  the  shed.  This  structure 
not  only  allowed  for  storage  of  sand  and  salt  for  the  winter,  but 
also  provided  some  extra  space  to  put  trucks  and  equipment  under 
cover.  The  care  and  maintenance  of  all  the  vehicles  was  always  a 
priority  with  Wes,  and  he  did  an  excellent  job,  although  the 
department  was  always  hampered  by  a  lack  of  space  and  undesirable 
working  conditions. 

Oakham  had  several  extreme  winter  storms  the  last  year  of  Wes' 
career,  he  spent  many  hours  compiling  facts  and  figures  and  filling 
out  forms  so  that  Oakham  would  receive  thousands  of  dollars  in  state 
reimbursements  for  the  expenses  incurred  during  these  storms. 

Through  the  years,  Wes  served  the  Town  as  an  Assessor,  agent  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  Tree  Warden,  and  Cemetery  Commissioner. 

Wes  is  thoroughly  enjoying  his  well-earned  retirement.  He  spends 
time  gardening,  building  stone  walls,  paving  driveways,  and 
tinkering  with  his  model  A's.  He  and  his  wife,  Marcia,  enjoy 
traveling,  especially  to  the  warm  Caribbean  Islands.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen,  together  with  all  Town  Boards, 
Committees,  and  Officers,  present  their  reports  for  the 
fiscal  periods  July  1,  1993  to  June  30,  1994. 

United  Video  finished  the  installation  of  cable  services  to 
all  subscribers.  Pat  Foley  resigned  as  dog  officer,  and  the 
Board  appointed  Nancy  Dahn  as  dog  officer  and  Pat  Foley  as 
assistant  dog  officer.  In  August,  Wes  Dwelly  retired  as 
Highway  Superintendent  after  over  twenty  five  years  of 
service.  The  Board  offered  the  position  to  William  Payne, 
who  declined  the  position.  C.  Kevin  Currier  accepted  the 
position.  Thanks  to  both  Pat  Foley  and  Wes  Dwelly  for  jobs 
we  1 1  done . 

Oakham,  as  well  as,  the  other  four  Quabbin  District  Towns 
held  a  debt  exclusion  election  on  November  20,  1993.  This 
was  for  a  new  addition  and  renovations  to  the  Quabbin 
Regional  Jr. /Sr.  High  School.  It  passed. 

Once  again  Oakham  continued  to  face  financial  constraints.  A 
Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  November  29,  1993  to  balance 
the  Town  budget.  The  tax  rate  could  not  be  set  until  the 
budget  balanced.  Since  a  proposition  2  1/2  override  for 
$47,602.63  for  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  failed  to 
pass,  and  Oakham  was  the  only  one  of  the  five  member  Towns 
that  failed  to  pass  the  Quabbin  Regional  budget,  Oakham  owed 
the  assessment.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  money  from 
the  landfill  closure  account  to  pay  the  Quabbin  Regional 
assessment . 

In  December,  Selectmen  delivered  fruit  baskets,  paid  from  the 
Alden  Fund,  to  all  citizens  75  years  of  age  and  older.  Over 
sixty  people  received  fruit  baskets  for  the  holidays. 

This  winter  saw  a  record  breaking  snowfall.  The  Highway 
Department  did  an  excellent  job  keeping  our  roads  open. 

In  April,  Kenneth  Johnson  resigned  as  wire  inspector.  Les 
Downer,  the  assistant  wire  inspector,  filled  the  position. 
Thanks  Ken  for  your  years  of  dedicated  service. 

Finally  chairman,  Leo  McCaffrey  did  not  seek  re-election  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  board  thanks  him  for  his  six 
years  of  dedicated  service.  Michael  Brunelle  was  elected  in 
May  to  the  Board. 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people, 
elected,  appointed,  and  volunteers  who  give  so  much  of  their 
time  to  allow  the  Town  to  operate  and  to  provide  essential 
services  to  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OAKHAM  POLICE  AMBULANCE 
1994  Annual  Report 


During  1994,  the  Oakham  Police  Ambulance  responded  to  84 
calls  for  service  which  was  an  increase  of  almost  10%  over 
1993.  The  break  down  of  calls  was  as  follows: 

57  Medical  emergency  calls 
5  Mutual  aid  calls  to  other  towns 
2  New  England  Life  Flight  calls 
4  Oakham  Fire  Department  Assists 
4  Community  Service  outings 

12  No  service  calls 

Members  of  the  Ambulance  Squad  continue  to  upgrade  their 
education  by  taking  mandated  training  as  prescribed  by  Mass. 
General  Law  and  on  their  own.  Most  of  the  members  are 
defibulator  certified  and  some  are  now  certified  to 
administer  Epinephrine  for  allergic  reaction  to  such  things 
as  bee  stings. 

During  late  1993  we  contracted  with  MediComp  billing 
service  to  do  our  third  party  billing.  This  billing  service 
has  greatly  increased  our  income  for  ambulance  runs.  Prior 
to  using  MediComp  our  income  was  under  $1000.00  per  year. 
During  the  last  18  months  our  gross  income  was  about 
$23,000.00.  During  FY  94  the  town  has  been  funding  less  then 
half  ($11,500.00)  the  actual  cost  of  providing  ambulance 
service  to  he  town.  The  balance  has  been  funded  through 
income.  The  actual  cost  to  provide  ambulance  service  is 
about  $25,000.00  a  year  Any  monies  left  over  are  put  into  an 
account  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  a  new  Ambulance. 

Our  current  ambulance  is  11  years  old.  During  the  last 
state  inspection  we  were  told  that  it  probably  will  not  pass 
inspection  in  1996.  During  the  last  six  months  of  1994  we 
spent  over  $2400.00  in  repairs  on  an  11  year  old  vehicle.  As 
the  Ambulance  keeps  getting  older  our  repair  cost  will 
continue  to  rise. 

The  Oakham  Ambulance  service  is  always  looking  for 
citizens  who  are  interested  in  becoming  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians.  We  offer  tuition  reimbursements  for  EMT  courses, 
pay  per  ambulance  run,  and  a  deferred  compensation  plan.  If 
anyone  is  interested  please  contact  me  or  any  member  of  the 
squad .

The  addition  of  a  Town  kennel  will  greatly  enhance  our 
ability  to  safely  house  strays  and  dogs  that  are  waiting  for 
their  owners  to  claim  them.  Our  funds  were  limited  and  this 
project  could  not  have  been  completed  without  the  help  of 
local  volunteers.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  Oakham  Highway 
Department,  as  well  as,  the  following  townspeople:  Joe 
Sansoucy,  Garmon  Martone,  John  St.  John,  Bill  McGregor,  and 
John  Weisblatt.  Bill  Specker  also  donated  some  badly  needed 
materials.  It  would  have  taken  us  until  1996  to  raise  the 
funds  needed  for  these  supplies. 

We  are  also  happy  to  report  that  good  homes  were  found  for 
all  strays.  Once  again,  zero  dogs  were  destroyed.  This  is 
an  accomplishment  that  we  are  very  proud  of.  Our  thanks  to 
Ken  Johnson  for  supplying  posters,  Donna  Stone  for  dog  food, 
and  G.L.A.S.S.  for  donating  funds  to  assist  with  medical 
car e  . 

As  a  reminder,  dog  licenses  need  to  be  obtained  yearly  by 
April  1,  through  the  Town  Clerks  office.  Proof  of  a  current 
Rabies  vaccination  is  required. 

A  rabies  clinic  is  held  each  Spring  to  provide  low  cost 
Rabies  shots  for  dogs  and  cats.  Dates  will  be  published  at  a 
later  time .

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


Fiscal  1994  was  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Highway 
Department.  The  Highway  Superintendent,  Wesley  Dwelly 
retired  and  C.  Kevin  Currier  was  appointed  to  the  position. 
General  road  maintenance  and  mowing  of  lawns  were  performed 
in  the  usual  manner. 


Work  consisted  mainly  of  bituminous  patching,  spot  graveling, 
drainage,  scraping,  grading,  sweeping,  road  side  mowing,  lawn 
reseeding  and  line  striping.  Additionally,  in  September  of 
this  year  14,460  feet  of  various  roads  were  repaved.  The 
winter  of  93/94  left  us  with  near  record  snowfall  and  record 
temperatures  which  made  plowing  and  sanding  operations  more 
difficult  and  costly.  However,  the  Town  received  some  funds 
from  the  State  to  help  offset  cost  of  the  sand  and  salt. 


Chapter  33-B  (State)  Funds  were  used  for  resurfacing  various 
roads  of  bituminous  concrete.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OAKHAM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1994  Annual  Report 


The  Oakham  Police  Department  set  a  new  record  in  the 
category  of  calls  for  service  in  1994.  During  the  year  we 
answered  a  total  of  566  calls  for  service,  which  was  an 
increase  of  31%  over  1993.  Police  emergency  calls  averaged  a 
response  time  of  under  six  minutes.  We  hope  to  be  on  line 
with  the  states  new  E-911  system  by  the  end  of  1995. 


While  our  calls  for  service  were  up  31%  our  total 
arrests  were  down  overall.  In  other  areas,  some  categories  of 
serious  crime  showed  an  increase.  Below  is  a  list  of  the 
major  calls  handled  by  this  department:

The  police  department  applied  for  and  received  a  number 
of  state  grants  to  help  augment  our  department.  One  of  these 
grants  was  for  Community  Policing.  This  grant  allowed  us  to 
put  our  officers  out  on  the  street  for  pro-active  patrol  and 
more  interaction  with  the  community.  I  believe  that 
Community  Policing  helped  us  bring  our  house  breaks  down  75% 
and  reduce  our  motor  vehicle  accidents.  High  visibility  is 
the  key  to  lowering  the  crime  rate. 

The  Town  of  Oakham  received  an  award  from  the  National 
Safety  Council  for  Accident  prevention  and  reduction  during 
1994. 

This  was  the  third  award  in  four  years  we  have  received  from 
this  organization. 

The  department  traffic  enforcement  program  had  a  set 
back  during  the  last  quarter  of  1994.  Our  1989  patrol  car 
with  over  130,000  miles  on  it  was  in  poor  condition  due  to 
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age  and  mileage.  In  October  it  caught  fire  and  was  taken  out 
of  service.  At  a  special  town  meeting  in  November  money  was 
appropriated  and  a  new  1994  Ford  was  ordered  and  went  into 
service  in  late  November.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens 
for  their  support  in  purchasing  this  vehicle.  The  following 
is  a  list  of  the  motor  vehicle  citations  issued  during  the 
year  ;

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


During  the  past  year  we  welcomed  25  new  library  members. 
Some  were  new  residents  and  others  youngsters  who  had  become 
old  enough  to  ask  for  their  own  library  card. 

Our  story  hours  for  preschoolers  remain  popular  with  an 
average  attendance  of  forty  children  each  week.  Our  aim  is 
to  expose  preschool  children  to  new  learning  experiences 
through  stories,  simple  projects,  and  crafts.  It  is  also  a 
nice  way  for  new  Oakham  families  to  meet  and  make  new 
friends.  If  you  are  not  among  the  many  who  enjoy  our  special 
gatherings,  call  the  library  at  882-3372,  on  Tuesday  or 
Thursday,  and  ask  for  details. 

In  the  month  of  August,  we  once  again  sponsored  a  Summer 
Reading  Club  for  school  age  children.  Twenty  young  people 
took  advantage  of  this  program,  which  is  jointly  sponsored  by 
our  library  and  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Library. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Regional  Library  for  a  Fax 
Machine  which  has  been  installed,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 
The  machine  is  available  for  public  use,  during  the  days  the 
library  is  open,  as  well  as  for  library  use. 

Our  children's  video  tapes  and  the  library  copying  machine 
are  well  used  by  many  of  our  friends  and  members.  Our 
membership  to  the  Worcester  Science  Center  also  proved  to  be 
popular.  If  you  like  to  attend  the  Science  Center  free  of 
charge,  stop  at  the  library  and  pick  up  one  of  the  free 
passes  we  have. 

We  hosted  two  art,  exhibits  during  the  past  year.  One  was  by 
artist,  Dana  Wolfson;  and  the  other  was  a  display  of 
children's  art  sponsored  by  Dena  Hengst. 

We  were  fortunate  to  receive  several  large  donations  of 
books,  for  which  we  are  grateful,  and  would  also  like  to 
extend  our  thanks  to  the  many  good  friends  who  donated  their 
time,  puzzles,  individual  books,  and  used  clothing  for  the 
Friends  of  the  Library's  annual  clothing  sale.  To  the  Oakham 
Firemen  who  decorated  the  John  Robinson  Christmas  Tree,  to 
the  Friends  of  the  Oakham  Library,  to  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Committee  and  the  Library  Trustees,  we  offer 
special  thanks  for  their  cooperation. 

We  are  happy  to  have  had  a  committee  formed  to  look  into 
repairing  the  steps  and  cement  work  in  the  front  of  the 
library,  and  to  have  found  a  local  window  washer,  who  has 
cleaned  and  polished  the  library  windows.

You  may  have  noticed  the  newly  painted  trim  and  bright, 
clean,  gleaming  windows  as  you  drive  by  the  library.  This 
was  done  by  Holden  Painting  contractors  and  East  Hill  Windows 
of  Oakham.  It's  made  it  brighter  inside  too,  along  with 
being  able  to  see  from  inside  to  outside  much  more  clearly! 
It's  been  something  put  off  for  many  years  and  was  now 
possible  because  roof  repairs  are  now  completed  and  no 
further  work  was  required  here. 

There's  a  lot  of  activity  going  on  inside  the  library  as 
usual  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  plus  evenings.  There 
is  not  only  book  and  bookmobile  circulation,  but  also  other 
services  such  as  a  fax  machine  and  copy  machine  both 
available  for  public  use;  video  tapes  with  free  rental;  and  a 
nice  selection  of  clean  used  clothing  at  very  reasonable 
prices.  This  money  enables  us  to  buy  and  replace  tapes. 

The  Trustees  have  been  kept  busy  working  on  proposals  for 
rebuilding  the  front  stairs.  Sue  Meyer  resigned  after  the 
birth  of  her  third  child,  and  we'd  like  to  thank  her  for 
helping  do  the  books  so  the  bills  got  paid  on  time!  Ken 
Johnson  of  N. Brookfield  Road  was  appointed  by  Selectmen  to 
take  her  place,  and  we'd  like  to  thank  him  for  volunteering 
to  be  on  the  committee  to  look  into  the  'stairs  project.' 

Originally,  it  was  thought  that  minor  repairs  would  just  be 
necessary  and,  hopefully,  not  too  costly.  However,  one  thing 
led  to  another  as  usually  happens  when  this  type  of  project 
is  undertaken.  With  permits,  money  and  regulations  to  abide 
by,  a  committee  had  to  be  formed  with  Ken  Johnson,  Ralph 
Dwelly,  the  building  inspector,  and  Michael  Brunelle,  Board 
of  Selectmen  member.  They  will  set  up  the  necessary  meetings 
with  appropriate  parties  to  research  further  action. 

Maude  Stone,  along  with  her  assistant,  Stella  Anderson,  are 
still  doing  story  hours  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  for 
which  the  mothers  and  pre-school  children  of  Oakham  are  very 
grateful.

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REPORT  OF  PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

FISCAL  YEAR  1994 


We  had  another  busy  year  planning  and  carrying  out  activities  for  the  residents  of  Oakham. 

Swimming  lessons  were  held  in  July  to  start  out  the  year.  We  were  happy  to  be  back  at 
Coldbrook  Country  Club. 

Our  Halloween  celebration  consisted  of  a  scarecrow  contest  on  the  common.  Eight 
families  participated  by  entering  their  homemade  creations.  The  Carpenter  family,  the 
Kirber  family  and  the  Carey  family  were  declared  winners  by  those  in  attendance. 

A  parade  of  trick  or  treaters  marched  to  Oakham  Center  School  on  Halloween  night  for 
refreshments.

This  fair  would  not 
be  possible  without  their  assistance  and  dedication  in  planning  and  carrying  out  this  ever¬ 
growing  event.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


We  are  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  the  Oakham  Planning  Board  for  1994,  the 
37th  report  since  the  Board  was  established  by  the  voters  in  1958.  Regularly 
scheduled  meetings  are  currently  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month. 

ANR  /  "Approval  Not  Required"  Plans 

Seven  ANR  subdivision  plans  were  presented  to  the  Board  for  review.  Six  were 
found  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Town's  subdivision  bylaw  requirements  for 
frontage  and  area,  and  were  signed  by  the  Board.  The  seventh  required  advice  of 
Town  Counsel  and  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission,  so 
was  continued  into  1995. 

The  term  "subdivision"  applies  to  the  creation  of  even  one  new  lot  from  a  larger 
parcel  of  land.  The  Planning  Board  typically  is  presented  with  plans  for  subdivi¬ 
sions  creating  one,  two  or  three  new  lots.  As  long  as  the  proposed  new  lots  com¬ 
ply  with  area  and  frontage  requirements  in  the  town's  subdivision  bylaw,  the  sub¬ 
mitted  survey  constitutes  an  "Approval  Not  Required"  plan,  which  must  then  be 
validated  by  signature  of  a  majority  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Subdivisions  which  propose  the  creation  of  new  complying  lots  through  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  roads  generate  a  more  lengthy  and  complicated  process,  including 
public  hearings  at  several  steps.  Residents  who  are  concerned  about  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  town  through  such  subdivisions  should  regularly  watch  for  public  hear¬ 
ing  notices.  Planning  Board  hearings  require  public  notice  14  days  in  advance. 
These  hearing  notices  are  always  inserted  in  the  legal  advertisements  of  the 
Worcester  Telegram  and  Gazette;  always  posted  at  the  Town  Hall;  typically 
posted  at  the  Oakham  Post  Office  outdoor  bulletin  board;  and  occasionally  posted 
at  the  Oakham  Country  Store  on  Old  Turnpike  Road. 

Special  Permits 

Responding  to  requests  for  Special  Permit  uses  addressed  in  the  Town  Bylaws, 
the  application  and  hearing  process  resulted  In  the  approval  of  two  new  Special 
Permits;  extension  of  one  Special  Permit;  and  the  review  of  two  Special  Permits. 

Revision  of  the  Town  Bylaws 

Throughout  this  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  has  drafted  specific  changes  to  the 
Town  Bylaws,  particularly  kennel  and  signage  bylaws,  for  subsequent  review  by  all 
town  boards  and  departments.  Town  Counsel,  and  the  residents.  The  Planning 
Board  is  also  drafting  proposed  changes  to  the  Special  Permit  uses  to  address 
certain  land  uses  which  residents  may  never  wish  to  be  allowed  in  Oakham  under 
any  circumstances  (for  example,  the  commercial  disposal  of  rubbish,  medical 
waste,  low-level  radioactive  waste).  Residents'  written  comments  are  welcome.

REPORT  OF  THE  OAKHAM  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Although  unsure  of  the  effects  of  Educational  Reform  on  both 
budgeting  and  school  programs,  this  year  began  with 
foresight.  Our  experiment  with  a  disciplinary  policy  at  the 
Jr/Sr  High  School  based  on  an  alternative  educational  program 
was  a  success;  and  in  July  we  found  ourselves  ratifying  a 
modification  of  the  program.  The  administrative 

reorganization  to  give  us  separate  administration  for  the  Jr 
and  Sr  High  School  was  discussed  and  approved.  Modified 
programs  to  address  our  overcrowding  were  reviewed  with  use 
of  the  Maria  Assumption  Academy  and  Roger  Lagely  School 
rejected.  The  modified  blue/green  school  schedule  was 
adopted  with  trepidation. 

Discussions  of  the  needs  for  presentation  of  information 
about  the  school  building  project  were  made  in  anticipation 
of  the  need  for  debt  exclusion  votes.  By  September  the 
effects  of  Education  Reform  on  budgeting  were  becoming 
apparent  with  the  usual  uncertainty  of  State  reimbursements 
compounded  by  the  issue  of  excess  debt —  the  opportunity  of 
the  Towns  to  reduce  educational  expenses  by  the  amount  of 
debt  owed  on  school  buildings  in  excess  of  the  State  average. 

The  first  of  the  dual  school  sessions  had  begun  and  parents 
were  split  by  feelings  that  either  things  were  not  quite  as 
bad  as  expected  or  much  worse.  Students  were  adapting  with 
complaints  of  separation  from  friends  and  long  school  days. 
However,  with  the  administrative  and  schedule  changes  came 
Team  Teaching  which  seemed  to  be  a  success.  By  December,  we 
were  voting  to  incur  debt  for  the  Building  Project  while  the 
budgeting  process  seemed  sure  to  be  resolved  by  June.  The 
year  ended  in  June  with  a  shortfall  on  the  budget  due  to 
Member  Towns  exercising  the  opportunity  to  limit 
assessments  by  a  portion  of  excess  debt. 

As  we  adjourned  in  June,  we  voted  on  two  motions  that  would 
have  significant  impact  in  the  coming  year.  First,  to 
authorize  the  budget  subcommittee  to  reduce  the  budget  in 
cooperation  with  town  finance  committees.  Secondly,  we  voted 
to  again  re-organize  administration  at  the  high  school  to 
reduce  costs  by  assigning  some  extra  administrative 
responsibilities  to  elementary  school  principals.  Oakham's 
share  of  this  was  to  share  a  principal  with  New  Braintree. 
Duncan  Stewart  in  turn  accepted  a  tour  of  duty  principal  of 
the  High  School  to  smooth  some  of  the  problems  during  the 
difficult  transition  period.

1993-94 

The  1993-94  school  year  was  marked  by  a  large  supportive  vote  from  member  towns  for 
a  major  addition-renovation  project  at  the  Quabbin  Regional  Middle  School/High  School.  The 
project  voted  will  not  only  add  some  125,000  square  feet  to  the  present  school,  but  will  also 
provide  the  funding  to  renovate  the  existing  structme  so  that  it,  too,  can  house  the  technology 
and  equipment  necessary  to  ensure  that  our  students  have  access  to  the  "tools"  of  the  21st  century. 

In  addition  to  the  middle/high  School  project  vote,  the  Town  of  New  Braintree 
overwhelmingly  supported  a  building  project  that  will  enable  the  town  to  construct  a  new 
elementary  school  during  the  1995-96  school  year.  Construction  of  this  new  facility  will  (for  the 
first  time  in  many  years)  allow  all  local  elementary  school  programs  to  be  conducted  in  the  school 
facility  rather  than  in  the  nearby  town  hall. 

In  the  Town  of  Hardwick,  voters  supported  the  expansion  of  the  school’s  half-day 
kindergarten  to  a  full  day.  Research  demonstrates  that  such  an  increase  in  school  time  for  yoimg 
learners  will  prove  extremely  helpful  to  these  students  in  the  years  to  come. 

At  the  middle  school,  teachers  continued  to  reorganize  both  the  curriculum  and  program 
delivery  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  grade  7  and  8  students.  The  middle  school  team 
approach  (where  a  team  of  teachers  is  essentially  assigned  to  a  group  of  students  for  the  school 
year)  has  met  with  considerable  success. 

Students  in  the  high  school  had  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  an  American  Studies 
Program  designed  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  English  and  Social  Studies  Departments. 
The  program  emphasizes  higher  order  thinking  skills  and  challenges  students  to  critically  read, 
write  and  evaluate  significant  historical  writings  and  political  situations. 

Students  in  grades  4,  5  and  6  participated  in  a  nationally  recognized  problem-solving 
program,  "Olympics  of  the  Mind."  Students  worked  with  teacher  volunteers  over  a  period  of 
some  10-12  weeks  in  order  to  compete  in  academic  competitions  with  other  schools  across  the 
New  England  region. 

Districtwide,  student  enrollment  increased  for  the  9th  consecutive  year.  Elementary 
schools  continue  to  see  the  greatest  increases  with  the  addition  of  many  student  "move-ins." 
Obviously,  the  member  towns  are  attractive  to  young  families  seeking  the  tranquility  and  safety 
of  rural  New  England. 
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Due  to  student  enrollment  increases,  the  middle/high  school  continues  on  a  double 
sessions  schedule.  Such  a  schedule  is  extremely  inconvenient  to  both  students  and  families.  The 
need  for  the  new  middle-high  school  addition  is  critical,  indeed. 

State  level  Education  Reform  initiatives  continued  to  change  the  structure  and  financing 
of  our  schools.  The  reform  initiatives  will  be  implemented  over  the  next  four  to  five  years  and 
will  improve  the  quality  of  education  for  students  at  all  levels. 

The  future  holds  much  for  our  schools.  The  Fall  of  1996  should  see  the  dedication  of  a 
new  elementary  school  in  New  Braintree.  The  middle-high  school  project  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  in  the  Fall  of  1997.  The  addition  of  these  facilities  will  significantly  improve 
educational  opportunities  for  those  students  fortunate  enough  to  attend  them. 

In  addition  to  these  new  facilities,  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  Committee  and 
teachers  continue  to  work  to  improve  the  quality  of  both  program  offerings  and  instruction. 

We  believe  that  all  children  can  learn,  and  realize  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  find  a 
way  to  reach  each  and  every  child.  Unfortunately,  schools  alone  cannot  educate  children.  We 
need  the  help  and  support  of  the  entire  community.  In  short,  the  next  generation  includes 
children  with  many  and  varied  needs,  and  they  cannot  hope  for  success  without  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  their  commimities’  leaders  and  citizens.  Such  has  always  been  an  integral  part 
of  the  schools’  success,  and  for  this  continued  support  and  help  we  are  particularly  grateful.

The  1 993-1994  school  year  at  Quabbtn  represented  a  benchmark  year  as  Quabbin 
split  into  two  schools,  the  Middle  School  and  High  School  cmd  the  schedule 
changed  to  double  sessions  so  that  the  facility  could  accornrnodate  severe 
overcrowding.  With  the  enrollment  surge,  staff  positions  were  added  to  many 
departments.  The  administrative  team  welcomed  Donald  Boyd  to  the  position  of 
Middle  School  Principal  and  John  Mara  to  the  position  of  Middle  School  Associate 
Principal  New  faculty  members  included  Rebecca  Anderson  (Science)  Jindrea 
Bugbee  (English),  Sue  Chapman  (Business),  Deirdre  Donovan  (Mathematics),  Angie 
Dixson  (Physical  Education),  Connie  Firm  (Reading),  Gregory  Goetz  (Blnglish),  Kathy 
Inman  (Reading),  Christine  Lariviere  (Mathematics),  Kate  Morreale  (Art),  and  Carol 
Sousa  (Guidance).  Frank  Patterson  assumed  the  position  of  Grounds /Maintenance 
replacing  John  Fritscher  who  assumed  a  custodial  position  in  Oakham.  Donna 
Hanson  joined  the  office  staff  following  the  retirement  of  long  time  staff  member 
Louise  Yleva 

In  November  Quabbin  received  the  nod  from  the  Jive  towns  to  move  forward  with 
a  $20,000,000  addition-renovation  project  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  That 
addition-renovation  wUl  represent  two  schools  within  a  school  as  middle  and  high 
school  students  are  separated  in  dfferent  wings  of  the  building.  Quabbin  now 
awaits  state  funding  so  that  the  project  can  move  forward  in  a  timely  fcxshiori. 

Program  Development  included  implementation  of  a  Team  Teaching  model  at  the 
Middle  School  Each  seventh  grade  student  is  assigned  to  a  team  of  six  teachers 
who  are  assigned  responsibility  for  cdl  educational  social  and  famlLy  issues 
related  to  that  child.  At  the  high  school  level  Social  Studies  and  English  teachers 
continued  to  moveforward  with  the  American  Studies  Program,  an  interdisciplinary 
approach  to  teaching.  The  Mathematics  Department,  at  the  request  of  the  Quabbtn 
Regional  School  Committee,  developed  goals  for  all  students  in  Algebraic  Skills, 
Geometric  SkUls,  Trigonometric  SkUls,  Probability  and  Statistic  Skills, 
Communication  SkUls /Reasoning  SkUls,  and  Computer  SkUls.  Focus  on  such  skiUs 
is  consistent  with  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Council  Teachers  of 
Mathematics.  In  the  Technology  Education  Department  the  Principles  ofTechnology 
course  was  introduced  for  the  first  time  by  Richard  NeweU  who  began  teaching  at 
Quabbtn  when  the  doors  Jirst  opened  in  September,  1967.  With  the  conclusion  of 
the  1993-1994  school  year,  Mr.  NeweU  wUlJoin  the  ranks  of  the  retired  During  its 
annual  inspection  the  NJROTC  Program  was  commended  by  Commander 
Shumway,  the  United  States  Navy  inspector,  for  the  high  morale  and  high  level  of 
student  participation  .  Under  the  direction  of  Robert  Pereira  and  Thomas  Martin, 
Quabbin  Symphonic  Winds  and  Singers  ventured  to  Washington  DC  where  they 
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received  excellent  ratings  in  competition,  Quabbin  Artists,  under  the  tutelage  ojMrs. 
Adams  and  Mrs,  Spencer,  continued  to  win  state  and  national  recognition.  Eleven 
artists  graduated  with  the  Class  of  1994.  The  Home  Economics  Department 
continued  to  draw  an  extensive  enrollment.  Mrs.  Mailloux’s  new  offering.  Sports 
Nutrition,  was  well-received  by  students.  In  the  Foreign  Language  Department  the 
willingness  of  staff  members  to  devote  personal  time  to  Independent  Study 
students  kept  the  program  alive  for  our  more  advanced  students.  The  Science 
Department  continued  to  work  coUaboratively  with  the  Art  Department  on 
interdisciplinary  projects.  Senior  Physics  students  assumed  the  role  of  "teacher" 
venturing  to  the  elementary  schools  to  present  Science  lessons  for  our  young 
scholars.  Both  the  Physical  Education  and  Business  Departments,  with  the 
addition  of  new  staff,  began  to  retnstitute  programs  which  were  lost  to  budget  cuts 
in  recent  years. 

The  1993-1994  school  year  culminated  in  the  graduation  of  112  young  men  and 
women.  Members  of  the  graduating  class  earned  194  scholarships  valued  at 
$550,603  over  a  four  year  period.  The  class  profile  for  the  Class  of  1994  reveals 
that  76%  wUl  go  on  to  further  their  eduction,  4%  will  enter  the  military,  4%  (Foreign 
E^xchange  students)  wUl  return  home  and  1 6%  wUl  enter  the  world  of  work. 

With  the  1993  Annual  Report,  I  submit  my  last  report  for  Quabbin  Regional  High 
School  As  I  do  so,  I  extend  sincere  appreciation  to  the  faculty  and  students  I  have 
been  privileged  to  serve  and  to  the  many  fine  citizens  of  our  five  towns  who  have 
consistently  sigjported  and  celebrated  the  exemplary  efforts  of  the  Quabbin  Family.

The  1993-1994  school  year  was  a  year  of  excitement  growth  and 
oppoThmity  at  the  Middle  School  Successfid  institution  of  the  modified 
double  sessions  required  the  patience  and  good  wUl  of  the  entire  school 
comrnuntty.  Additionally,  the  first  year  of  cYvange  from  the  Junior  High  to  the 
Middle  School  concept  brought  more  opportunity  for  innovation.  The  mqfor 
efforts  of  the  program  were  focused  on  implementation  and  development  of 
Teaming  in  both  Blue  School  and  Gold  School  seventh  grades:  institution  of 
a  Middle  School  Council  under  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Reform  Act 
of  1993:  and  crofting  with  the  Council  and  stuff  a  School  Improvement  Plan 
for  the  1994-1995  school  year. 

After  several  weeks  of  collecting  and  analyzing  data  about  the  Middle  School 
and  its  needs,  a  survey  sampling  of  parents  and  staff  was  conduct^  From 
these  results  the  goals  for  school  improvement  were  identified.  These  goals 
are:  ( 1)  Increasing  parent  and  community  involvement:  (2)  Improving  School 
CUmate:  and  (3)  Improving  Academic  Achievement  A  continuing  concern 
these  goals  should  address  is  overcoming  the  lack  of  cohesion  brought  about 
by  the  two  separate  and  distinct  schools  the  spUt  sessions  have  produced 
with  both  students  and  stuff. 

In  addition  to  the  Middle  School  Council  a  separate  Parent  Council  was 
organized  and  met  regularly  in  support  of  the  program.  Much  of  the  focus 
of  Parent  Council  centered  about  adjustment  issues  individual  students  have 
had  in  the  Middle-High  School  The  Parent  Council  is  cavdous  to  be  involved 
in  mutuoliy  beneficial  relations  with  the  Middle  School  It  culminated  its 
activities  for  the  1 993-1 994  school  year  with  a  Teachers*  Appreciation 

Day  in  June. 

Another  advancement  in  program  development  occurred  with  planning  and 
orgoniztng  efforts  in  Grade  8  Teaming  which  wtil  commence  with  school 
opening  on  August  31,  1994.  Weekly  Grade  Eight  Planning  Meeting  were 
held  throughout  most  of  the  year.  Major  efforts  in  support  of  Grade  E^ht 
teaming  concluded  with  the  flnal  identflcatlon  of  a  schedule  which  wUl  offer 
opportunity  for  the  introduction  of  interdisciplinary  projects. 
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All  the  qforementioned  programs  were  strongly  supported  by  a  firm 
commitment  to  program  and  staff  development  A  signlflcxmt  number  of  staff 
were  supported  by  the  District  tn  conference  attendance  and  site  visits.  As 
a  result  of  the  District’s  focus  on  its  Vision,  Goals  and  Values  and  the 
dialogue  that  has  fostered  in  the  entire  Middle  School  community,  I  believe 
the  Middle  School  and  its  connections  to  both  elementary  and  high  school 
poised  at  the  brink  of  mcyor  innovative  growth  that  will  define  excellence 
Middle  level  education

School  year  93/94  was  a  year  full  of  energy  and  positive  educational  activity.  Thanks  to  the 
improved  economic  climate  and  school  reform  we  were  able  to  hire  two  new  teachers,  keep  average  class 
size  down  to  22  students  per  class,  and  meet  the  basic  supply  needs  of  our  program.  Kimberly  Habink  was 
hired  as  an  additional  second  grade  teacher  while  Nancy  Horrigan  was  hired  as  our  new  third  grade 
teacher. 

The  District  Integrated  Preschool  program  was  moved  from  Hardwick  Elementary  to  the  Oakham 
Center  School.  This  program  serves  a  variety  of  preschool  children,  combining  those  with  special  needs 
with  those  without.  The  program  was  staffed  by  teachers  Kim  Browne  and  Linda  Wrobel  who  are  assisted 
by  aides  Brenda  Wisnewski  and  Ida  Nichols. 

Also  housed  at  the  Oakham  Center  School  this  year  was  a  new  District  program,  the  Transitional 
Kindergarten.  This  program  serves  "at  risk"  entering  kindergarten  age  students.  The  program  was  staffed 
by  teacher  Kathleen  Esty  and  aide  Jean  Keating. 

Once  again  parent  and  community  volunteers  played  a  large  role  in  our  school  programs.  Major 
areas  of  volunteer  involvement  were:  operation  of  primary  and  intermediate  libraries,  assistance  with  the 
computer  lab,  classroom  assistance,  and  special  project/function  assistance.  This  year  over  fifty 
individuals  volunteered  their  time.  Of  special  note  has  been  the  volunteer  efforts  of  Crystal  Luchessi. 
Crystal  has  serv  ed  as  co-ordinator  of  both  our  Media/Library  and  Volunteer  Program.  Her  contribution 
of  lime  -  nearly  15  hours  per  week  -  and  effort  -  no  one  has  worked  harder  !  -  has  allowed  us  to  provide 
our  students  with  quality  library  and  computer  room  time. 

The  co-operative  science  venture  of  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  and  Oakham  Center  School, 
"The  Science  Connection",  continued  to  grow.  Under  the  leadership  of  Project  Co-ordinator  Barbara 
Granger,  Professor  James  Dittami  of  WPI,  and  Kyle  Carey  of  the  Oakham  Center  School,  the  Coimection 
was  expanded  to  include  several  more  Worcester  Schools  and  as  well  as  all  of  the  schools  in  the  District. 
New  science  kits  continued  to  be  developed  as  our  science  curriculum  becomes  more  "hands  on"  in 
approach. 

The  community  and  school  staff  combined  to  supplement  the  curriculum  with  many  "special" 
activities.  One  of  the  most  exciting  of  the  year  was  "Breakfast  with  the  Stars".  Breakfast  with  the  Stars 
was  a  Saturday  morning  musical  program  that  was  put  on  by  Vocal  Music  Teacher  Dorma  Blanchard,  the 
students  of  grades  2-6,  and  staff  members.  Proceeds  from  the  breakfast  were  used  to  purchase  a  "new" 
piano  for  the  school  music  program.  This  was  the  first  such  purchase  in  over  thirty  years  ! 

As  we  look  forward  to  next  year  we  are  hopeful  that  School  Reform  will  continue  to  provide  us 
with  stable  funding  and  the  tools  necessary  to  bring  about  improvement  in  the  way  we  teach  our  children. 
As  always,  the  Oakham  Center  will  strive  to  provide  high  quality  education  for  all  of  our  students.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


Fiscal  '94  saw  the  values  of  residential  homes  drop 
slightly  in  order  to  bring  them  closer  to  market  value.  This 
did  not  reduce  your  tax  bill,  but  instead  raised  the  tax  rate 
as  prop  2  1/2  applies  only  to  the  total  amount  of  money  the 
Town  can  raise  and  not  to  the  individual  bills. 

The  School  Reform  Bill  caused  a  delay  with  the 
Department  of  Revenue  setting  our  tax  rate,  but  even  with  the 
delay,  the  bills  were  sent  out  on  November  1,  1993. 

There  is  a  new  position  with  the  BOA  and  that  is  a 
"Working  Assessor",  rather  than  an  Assistant  Assessor.  This 
is  the  first  time  that  a  member  of  the  Board  has  done  the 
work  in  the  office  rather  than  hire  someone  form  outside  of 
Oakham . 

We  are  very  sad  to  announce  the  death  of  a  Board  member 
on  December  31,  1994.  Robert  Tyck  had  been  on  the  Board  of 
Assessors  for  almost  two  years  and  he  brought  with  him,  his 
expertise  and  knowledge  of  market  values  and  assessment  of 
property  as  he  had  been  working  in  the  Real  Estate  field  for 
several  years.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.
